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BUS AND TROLLEY 


SERVICE PROVES 
EFFICIENT IN N. J. 


Motor Transportation 
Shows Increasing 
* ~* Growth 


RENTON, March 30.— 
Motor buses are becom- 
ing an increasingly important 
part of the public service 
transportation system in New 
Jersey. Operated in connec- 
tion with the railway lines, 
they are proving a big factor 
in handling growing traffic. 
Since 1923, when Public Service 
first began to operate buses in co- 
ordination with trolley lines and to 
supplement the latter, its bus op- 
erations have shown a tremendous 
increase. From only a few buses 
in 1923 the transportation com- 
pany’s fleet has rapidly grown to 
between 800 and 900, including the 
333 new buses recently ordered, 
some of which will replace old 
equipment. 
The growth of bus passenger 
traffic is even more remarkable.

seen that the operation of buses 
has not diverted traffic from the 


trolleys to any appreciable extent, 
if at all. The heavy decrease in 
trolley passengers carried in 1923, 
as compared with 1922, was due 
principally to the strike of railway 
employees from August 1 to Sep- 
tember 20, 1923; during that 
riod no trolley cars were 
ated.

Montreal], March 30.—lIt is le. 4- 
ed unofficially, but from authori- 
tative sources, that the government 
has decided not to touch the exist- 
ing duties on motor cars imported 
into Canada.

SED cars represent unused transportation just as much| 

as new cars. When the problem of selling cars that | 

had been owned by one man first came up, it is unfortunate | 

that this fact was not recognized. Instead of insisting 0n the 

term “unused transportation” the early dealers made the mis- 

take of calling these cars, which had already done a certain 

amount of mileage, “used cars.” That term became a mark | 
of opprobrium, which has clung to this day. 

Feeble attempts have been made to get away from this | 
primal mistake by calling them “reconditioned cars,” “‘thor- | 
oughly reconditioned cars,” but even these names are not | 
accurately descriptive. Consider for a moment the implica-' 
tion that such names carry to the ordinary buyer :— 

“Used car” implies that there is a vehicle that - 
has seen its best days, and few people like to buy | 
used merchandise anywy. | 

“Reconditioned car’ implies that the vehicle 
has suffered so much from its previous owner that 
certain parts had to be renewed, the manner of 
renewal depending on the integrity of the dealer. 

“Thoroughly rebuilt cars’ implies that the 
vehicle has been so thoroughly abused by its first 
owner that it has had to be pretty completely 
rebuilt, with what success only use will show.

However, women do like bar-| 
vains, and by emphasizing the real saving in transportation | 
costs, the dealer can overcome the reluctance to buy some- 
thing that has been owned by some one else. Up to the pres- 
ent time the whole attack has been made from the weakest, 
angle of the position. 

It is obvious that, to realize their full value as unused 
‘transportation, cars should be inspected and thoroughly gone 
over. This includes repainting, new rubber, and in some 
cases new upholstery; as well as a motor overhaul and a 
veneral tightening. This removes the stigma of the so-called 
used car. When a vehicle has been renovated in this way a 
man or a woman can drive it, without their friends knowing 
‘hat it is a “used car.” 

The dealer who will attack the “used car problem” in 
‘his way will be surprised at the reaction whieh he will get.

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NEW LAW BLOCKS 


Motor Vehicle Owner- 
ship Act 


ONTREAL, March 30.— 
With hardly an excep- 


tion, there is general satisfac- 
tion over the passage ofthe 
motor vehicle ownership 
rights act, which. will greatly 
hamper the sale of stolen cars 
in the city of Montreal and 
the province generally. It is 
regarded with particular - fa- 
vor in Montreal, because this 
is the acknowledge headquar- 
ters of the stolen car gang, 
and at the present time it is 
estimated by police that there 


are stolen cars valued at near- 
ly $2,500,000 in the city of 
Montreal alone. 

Florion Leduc, president of the 
Montreal Automobile Trade Associ- 
ation, Ltd., had given the act his 
approval, considering that it gives 
ample protection to dealers as well 
as purchasers. As this association 
represents 400 dealers and disribu- 
ors, it can be said that the trade 
was behind the act from its incep- 
tion. 

To illustrate the effect of the act 
in the clearest manner, it was stat- 
ed by an official of one automobile 
association that it will do for the 
prospective purchaser of a car what 
a title does for the prospective pur- 
chaser of a piece of reai estate. If 
other words, if a man assures him- 
self that the title to the car is 
clear then he need have no more 
worry about buying it than he need 
have about purchasing real estate 
the title to which has been proved 
clear. 

According to Capt. Bilodeau, 
who is in charge of the stolen 
automobile squade of police, the 
act need hold no terrors for the 
honest man because, if he knows 
his car ts clear as to title he can 
answer any questions the police 
may pat to him. 

The trouble at present is, Capt. 
Bilodeau says, that people are 
driving stolen cars without being 
aware of the fact. Only the other 
day, he said, after having a num- 
ber of refusals for permission to 
inspect automobiles, he met a Man 
who also objected to an inspection 
of his car. The man was about to 
drive away when Capt. Bilodeau 
saw certain signs which convinced 
him the man was in possession of 
a stolen car.. He inforr @ the 
driver to this effect and he was 
amazed to learn the fact. 

The system in vogue in this city 
of selling stolen machines is known 
to auto thieves all over the conti- 
nent and that explains why such 
a tremendous trade has-been built 
up. The police estimate that there 
are more than 1,560 cars in Mont- 
real at the present time whose 
owners do not know that they are 
stolen cars. 

But with this act now in force it 
will be much more difficult for the 
stolen car operator to carry on at 
his trade because every automobile 
will be checked up until the police 
have an almost infallible record. 
From that point they claim it will 
be very easy to check up cars. 


REGISTRATIONS HEAVY IN 
CONN. UP TO MARCH 1 


Hartford, Conn., March 30.—Up 
to March 1 there were registered 
in Connecticut 124,127 passenger 
ears and 30,121 trucks. The regis- 
trations for all of 1925 called for 
211,057 passenger cars and 36,942 
trucks. There is every indication 
of a spring rush for registration 
around April 1, as after the first of 
the month the registration drops 
25 per cent.

Montreal to Benefit by 


Georgia Bill Aims 
At 5 Cent Gas Tax 


Atlanta, Ga., March 30.—A bill 
to increase the state gasoline tax 
from 4 to 5 cents per gallon has 
been reported favorably by the 
Georgia Legislature. 

The bill appropriates receipts 
from the tax as follows: One cent 
per gallon to counties, as at pres- 
ent; $2,000,000 for maintenance of 
the state highway system; $250,- 
000 annually for overhead expenses 
of the department; $500,000 ex- 
penses of engineering supervision 


of the department; and the re- 
mainder for the construction of the 
state system,

FRENCHMAN SPECULATES 
WITH AMERICAN CAR 


Washington, March 30.—If the 
United States ever suffers @ cur- 
rency depreciation, automobile 
purchasers may take a tip from the 
experiment of a Frenchman. 
Assistant Trade Commissioner H. 
H. Kelly at Paris advises the De- 
Partment of Commerce that a 
French citizen purchased an Amer- 
ican car several months ago “for 
investment purposes,’’ and prompt- 
ly placed the car in storage, which 
exempted it from taxes, as it was 
not put in use. 

The car has remained in storage 
since the day of the purchase, and 
while the gold valtie of the car has 
remained unchanged, the owner 
has witnessed the price quotations 
on his machine in French ex- 
change advance from 46,000 francs 
to 56,000 francs, following the 
downward course of the franc ex- 
change.

EW YORK, March 30.—

“The average automobile sales- 
man loses considerable time,’ said 
Mr. Smith, “not because he wants 
to lose it but because the nature 
of his business makes it necessary. 
There is no business in the world 
where appointments mean less to 
the buyer than they do in the 
automobile business, and a great 
many hours are wasted by waiting 
at show rooms for customers who 
said they. would call. This situa- 
tion, however, is changing. 

People do not go into show 
reoms as much as they used to. 


It is necessary for salesmen now 
more than ever to know how to 
g0 after the prospect. Conse- 


quently it is necessary for him to 
plan his work on this basis. 

Out of a town of 20,000 peo- 
ple the automobile salesman 
probably has about 3,000 sales 
possibilities. Competitors in this 
business must also feed on these 
same 3,000 prospects. 

One’ of the first things for a 
salesman to do is to make a rec- 
ord of the names of the prcs- 
pects who can afford to buy an 
automobile. When he has this 
record he should plan a cam- 
paign on those people whom he 
knows can buy. This informa-

Rubber by Bureau 
hid Tite Industry 


Special from A, D. N. Washington Buread 
ASHINGTON, March 
30.—The rubber experi- 

mental work of the govern- 

ment and its contribution to 
the improvement of the 

American tire manufacturing 

industry is outlined in a re- 

port made public by the 

United States Bureau of 

Standards. 


The report was prepared by C. E. 
Waters, chief of the section of 
miscellaneous organic materials of 
the chemistry division of the bu- 
reau. 

“The first sample of rubber for 
analysis was received by the bu- 
reau in 1905,’’ Mr. Waters writes, 
“but for several years the work in 
this field was only of. small pro- 
portions. Analyses of rubber and 
products containing rubber now 
form a large work of this section. 

“For some years the work has 
fallen into four main classes: 
testing of samples representing 


manufacturers to enable them to 
improve their products; research 
On special problems, and the 
preparation of specifications for 
namerous kinds of rubber goods, 
and for rubber-asbestos and 
other packings.” 

Some of the major iines of work, 
such as that on automobile ‘tires, 
are briefly described in the report 
which also refers to the necessity 
for the development of special test 
procedures to insure accurate and 
rapid work in the government 
laboratories.

“Our showing came pretty 
close to being perfect, compared 
with what happened to some of 
the others. A German truck had 
an increased spread between the 
front tires of more than an inch. 
Two Italian trucks went almost 
completely to pieces. Two Rus- 
sian trucks had to have new axles 
when they got back to Moscow. 

“The test run was 1,500 miles, 
and we averaged about twenty-six 
miles an hour, with gas mileage of 
about ten. ° 

“Any adjustment of a discrer- 
ancy incurred a _ penalty. Each 
truck was given 200 points to start 
with. If your steering gear broke 
your entire 200 points were gone 
right then, and you were elimi- 
nated. The same was true if the 
frame cracked. Penalties ranged 
from the 200 points to ten. 
was a good plan, as the Russians 
wanted to eliminate the trucks that 
couldn’t be operated over thcir 
roads. We must give them credit 


the original 


for figuring out a way to find out| 


which were the good trucks. Our 
only penalty was a ten for filling 
the radiator. 

“Our start was made with a load 
of about 3,600 pounds, including 
parts, spare tires, 2,200 pounds of 
sand and three men. We ran be- 
tween 750 and 800 miles with the 
load and then took the load off. 
The idea back of this was to shake 
the trucks to pieces, if possible, 
by running them empty over the 
bumps. 

“It was just one wild race all 
the way, a case of dog eat dog. 

For the last sixty miles there 
were five of us in front, and a 
blanket 250 feet long would have

covered us all. There were the 
two Russian trucks in the lead, 
two German trueks and the Gra- 
ham Brothers track. Through 
a misunderstanding, we had en- 
tered only one truck, which au- 
tomatically eliminated us from 
a chance to get the grand prize. 

“That last sixty miles was the 
most exciting run I expect ever to 
make. We were doing from forty 
to forty-five miles an hour over a 
frightful road. We were fifth, 
within a few feet of one of the 
German trucks. which suddenly 
began to slow up. Within three 
miles of the finish it had thrown 
a connecting rod and had to pull 
out. We swung out and passed at 
full speed. There was another 
German truck right bghind us that 
been trying for miles to get 
us, and we did not dare to slow 
down. We tore down a tong hill 
with a sharp curve and a railroad 
track at the bottom, and that Ger- 
man truck behind us went at least 
in the air when it hit 
the track. 

“We finished fourth, right on 
the tail lights of the two Russian 
trucks and the one German car. 

“After the long run we had a 
‘bad roads’ contest, a trip around 
Moscow, they called it. The Rus- 
sians had picked out the worst 
roads they could find for this test. 
There was one particularly bad 
place. The Russian trucks had 
been over the route before and 
knew how to avoid it. We had to 
get off the road and go over a hill 
through the woods. This was the 
slipperiest mud I ever have seen, 
and at one place we had a slant of 
40 degrees to one side. Some of 
the trucks simply couldn’t make it. 
One American truck had to be 
pulled out. The two Italiamtrucks 
were completely done. 

“Here the Graham’ Brothers 
truck certainly showed what it 
could do. There was a 25 per cent. 
grade, and we put on our chains 
and made it with the’full load.” 


AMERICANS SPEND 5 CENTS

St. Louis, March 30.—One more

ASHINGTON, March 
4 30.—With the permis- 
sion of the government ob- 
tained for the resumption of 
the manufacture of tetra- 
ethyl gasoline, the Public 
Health Service has issued 
regulations throwing  safe- 
guards around the manufac- 
ture, distribution and use of 
the gas. 

These tentative regulations cover 
the ventilation of garages and lay 
down rules for repair shops, service 
stations, filling stations, etc. They 
have the approval of-the Depari- 
ment of Labor of New Jersey. 


where most of the ethyl fluid is 
made. 


Perhaps the suggested regula- 
tions of most general intérést are 
those concerning automobile gar- 
ages, although these are directed 
not as much against any tetrh- 
ethyl gas hazard as against the 
general danger of gas and dust- 
poisoning in garages. Carbon 
monoxide inhalation is a great 
risk to garage workers and users. 
it was also held by the special 
committee that lead is present to 
an appreciable extent in the dust 
of garages whether tetra-ethyl 
gasoline is uge¢d or not. 

Under the proposed regulations 
garages, repair shops, service sta- 
tions and filling stations holding 
more than five cars would be rég- 
istered with the local health ,de- 
partment; should have permanent- 
ly operative ventilating systems in 
addition to windows and doors: 
should be kept clean by sweeping 
or flushing, and should post a copy 
of this notice:— 

“Automobile exhaust gas is Gan. 
gerous. Motors should not run 
longer than thirty seconds unless 
the ear is in motion or the exfiaust 
is directly connected to the outside 
air. Liquids sold as motor fuel. 
except ordinary gasoline, should 
be used only as motor fuel, and not 
for cleaning or other purposes 
The fumes from the evaporation 
of even ordinary gasoline may be 
injurious.” 

All filling stations are urged to 
post warnings that ethyl gasoline 
is to be used only as motor fuel and 
not for cleaning; to distribute leatf- 
lets describing the possible dan- 
gers ef using the fuel, and to labet 
any containers of ethyl gas sold. to 
the public with similar warnirigs. 

Manufactue of tetra-ethyl gas- 
oline is proposed to be divided into 
two parts; first, the making of 
ethylfluid through blending tetra- 
ethyl! lead with certain ingredients: 
and, second, the mixing of the ethyl! 
fluid with gasoline to make the 
motor fuel. Regulations for both 
these processes are included in the 
recommendations. 

Under rules for making tetra- 
ethyl lead and blending, all work- 
ers must be notified of the hazards 
and the precautions to be taken, 
and must undergo- gystematic and 
periodical physical examinations 
Exact records of the examinations 
would be kept, and any individual 
showing marked deviation from the 
normal shall be promptly excluded 
from the work, whether lead poi- 
soning is found or not. 

Separate ventillating systems, 
daily inspected, would be main- 
tained in the manufacturing 

‘plants, the filling done under spe- 
cial processes and a dye added 
to the s to keep individuals 
from using it for cleaning or sim- 
ilar purposes. Extensive reports 
on the workers and their phys- 
ical condition would be made to 
the state health officer. 

Ethylizing the gas must be done 
only at main distributing centers 
and in not less thgn tank-car lots, 
except in the case of military, navaj 
and air-mail requirements. The 
locations of the centers and the 
names of persons employed would 





be reported to the state health 
officers.
